The widow’s mite and the rich m an’s 
gift lay themselves under tribute to 
build 
the 
“American” Stratford-on- 
Avon.” 
In the summer of 11*22 Ruth Lam- 
son, with some of her friends, camp­ 
ed on the banks of the winding Salt 
River in the vicinity^of Florida. They 
visited the home wherein had lived the 
dean of American humor, Samuel L. 
Clemens. “ Dad” Violette had furnish­ 
ed it with furniture of its period and 
had stayed the hand of the wrecker. 
This was his private shrine to Clem­ 
ens, and his contribution to Florida, 
the birthplace of Mark Twain. 
The girls returned home from the 
trip filled with enthusiarism over the 
scenic grandeurs of the spot. 
With 
the impulsive fervor of youth, Ruth 
suggested to her father, F. B Dam­ 
son, former secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce 
of 
Moberly, that the 
place was an ideal site for a park. 
“Oh, daddy, you don’t know what 
a wonderful park our camping ground 
would make.” 
The suggestion 
took 
root. 
Mr, 
Lamson paid a visit to the winding 
banks of the Salt River, he sat on its 
shaded hanks, and drank in the beauty 
of 
this 
panorama. 
He, like Mark 
Twain’s brain child, “wandered far 
from 
the 
accustomed 
haunts—and 
sought those places which were in 
harmony with his spirit.” 
There passed in review before his 
memory the lake beauties of Minne 
ota, the Thousand Islands of the St. 
Lawrence, and the scenic beauties of 
the Hudson, but here in his home 
country was an area wherein the rocks 
the hills, the trees, the waters and 
the very sunshine praised their Maker. 
Here was a natural garden that rival­ 
ed those far distant beauty spots. 
Against 
this 
setting “ Dad” Vio- 
lette’s suggestions for a shrine be­ 
came visual to Mr. Lamson. 
Here 
was the place for the memorial to 
him who belonged to Missouri yet 
was the property of all the world; a 
monumental 
homage 
to 
him 
who 
“cheered 
and 
comforted 
a 
tired 
world.” 
Mr. Lamson published in the Mob­ 
erly papers his story. 
The voice of 
the press caught it up here and told 
it nation-wide. 
The Literary Digest 
and 
similar 
publications 
carried 
stories with the same message. 
Out 
of this was formed the publicity cam­ 
paign for the establishment and de­ 
velopment of the Mark Twain Mem­ 
orial Park. 
Later a meeting was called of the 
»•ditors of the immediate vicinity of 
Florida. 
There were present repre­ 
sentatives of seven different news­ 
papers and leading citizens of Flor­ 
ida. 
This meeting was planned to be 
only a preliminary gathering. 
It was 
more. 
It turned out to he something 
which “ran aw ay” from Mr. Lamson, 
“ Mark Twain lived in a great many 
places in America and in other coun­ 
tries but he was born in only one and 
that little Florida.” 
These words ut­ 
tered by “Dad” Violette did it! 
The land was offered at a price to 
be set by a committee* chosen at the 
meeting, 
providing 
that 
the 
park 
w'ould be established before the end 
of “ Dad” Violette’s days. J ‘I am an 
old man and 1* would like to see the 
park established while I am yet liv­ 
ing.” 
Omar Gray, that genial editor of 
Sturgeon, arose and in his true style 
said, “1, too, am opposed to any de­ 
lay in launching the park movement. 
1 nominate myself treasurer and wish 
the honor of making the first contri­ 


bution to the park fund.” 
At this meeting the following of­ 
ficers were elected: president, H. J.

Urbana, 111., Aug. 14.— Fall plow­ 
ing, a much-debated practice am ong 
farm ers, has failed to show any *u- 
periority over spring plowing when 
crop 
yields 
are taken as the sole 
standard of m easurem ent, according 
to experim ental results cited by D. \ , 
Winter, assistan t chief of soil physics 
at the College of A griculture, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
“ Any recommendation 
for 
either 
tim e of plowing, thererfore, m ust be 
based on som ething more than the 
yields,” he said. 
“ Like m any farm 
practices, fall plowing may be good 
o r bud, depending upon the conditions 
under which it is done. 
“T here are three outstanding con­ 
ditions that are unfavorable for fall 
plowing, (1) hilly lands or are as sub­ 
ject to washing, which include much 
land in the southern p a rt of the state 
and land adjacent to stream s th rough­ 
out the state; (2) soils th a t are low 
in organic m a tte r and have a tendency 
to ‘run to g eth er’ 
badly 
when 
fall 
plowed—-the light colored, fine-textur- 
ed soils fall in this group; and (3) 
early fall plowing for spring plant­ 
ed crops, since it stim ulates unneces­ 
sarily the breaking down of organic 
m atter and favors the loss of nitrates 
through leaching.” 


This deaded insect is causing quite 
a bit of trouble in the Southern states 
and is gradually moving northw ard at 
this time. 
All farm ers will rem em ber 
his unwelcome visit in 1923, having 
caused considerable dam age in Scott 
county at th a t time. 
D uring the winter m onths the adult 
moth hibernates in th e cotton belt, 
rank wire grasses, trash, etc. 
Only 
a few of these survive the w inter but 
those th a t do are very capable ances­ 
tors. 
Each fem ale lays at least 500 
eggs which are laid singly usually on 
the under side of a leaf, being flatten 
convex in shape and of bluish green 
color. 
In m idsum m er the eggs hatch 
in from three to four days. The young 
larvae are pale yellow in color but 
soon assum e a greenish tinge marked 
with dark spots which become more 
distinct afte r the first moult. 
During 
the early season the greenish ca te r­ 
pillars predominate, the latter p art of 
the season they become darker. These 
worm s at first are contented with e a t­ 
ing from the under side of the leaf, 
occasionally cuttiing through. 
A fter 
food becomes scarcer 
they 
attack 
other parts of the plants, sometimes 
eating small bolls. 
When food is ex­ 
trem ely scarce cannibalistic tendeq^ 
eies are developed am ong the larvae.' 
The larvae become full grown in from 
one to three weeks, during which tim e 
they moult four or five times. 
When m ature the catty p ilU r crawls 
into a folded leaf and spins a thin 
silken cocoon around Itself and tra n s ­ 
form s to a pupa or resting stage of 
insects. 
It may rem ain dorm ant from 
one to four w’eeks, according to the 
w eather 
conditions, then it 
hatches 
into the mtfth. 
This moth is a dull 
olive gray color with wing expands of 
about one an d one-third inches, and 
sometim es may have purplish lusters 
which are m arked with dark lines. 
As like most of its relatives it flies 
after 
sunset. 
However, its 
mouth 
p arts are different from those of other 
owlets in th a t its mouth parts are ad­ 
apted 
to 
piercing the skin of ripe 
fruits and feeding upon its juices.

The gills returned home from the 
trip filled with enthusiansm over the 
scenic grandeurs of the spot. 
With 
the impulsive fervor of youth, Ruth 
suggVste* to her father, F. B Lam­ 
son, former secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce 
of 
Moberly, that the 
place was an ideal site for a park. 
“Oh, daddy, you don't know what 
a wonderful park our camping ground 
would make.” 
The suggestion 
took 
root.

Lamson paid a visit to the winding

THR LIFE CYCLE OF A 
COTTON LEAF WORM 


This deaded insect is causing quite 
a bit of trouble in the Southern state* 
and is gradually moving northward at 
this time. All farm ers will remember 
his unwelcome visit in 1923, having 
caused considerable damage in Scott 
county at that time. 
During the winter months the adult 
moth hibernates in the cotton belt, 
rank wire grasses, trash, etc. 
Only 
a few of these survive the winter but 
those that do are very capable ances­ 
tors. 
Each female lays at least 500 
eggs which are laid singly usually on 
the under side of a leaf, being flatten 
convex in shape and of bluish green 
color. 
In midsummer the eggs hatch 
in from three to four days. The young 
larvae are pale yellow in color but 
soon assume a greenish tinge marked 
with dark spots which become more 
distinct after the first moult. 
During 
the early season the greenish cater­ 
pillars predominate, the latter part of 
the season they become darker.

When mature the cattypillar crawls 
into a folded leaf and spins a thin 
silken cocoon around itself and trans­ 
forms to a pupa or resting stage of 
insects. It may remain dormant from 
one to four weeks, according to the 
weather 
conditions, then it 
hatches

This moth is a dull 
olive gray color with wing expands of 
about one and one-third inches, and 
sometimes may have purplish lusters 
which are marked with dark lines.
